As U.S. reveals intercontinental missile program, weapons experts describe rocket Russians may have 


In Washington last week the Air Force dramatically revealed that it had 
begun work on an intercontinental ballistic missile called Atlas. At the 
same time Senator Stuart Symington, former Air Foree Secretary , Warned 
that Russia may be ahead of the U.S. in missile work. 

While exact information on Russian progress is nonexistent, they ma \ 
now be perfecting something like the craft shown above which is called 
an intercontinental ballistic vehicle—rather than a missile—because it 
carries a pilot. This rocket was designed privately by U.S. weapons experts 
John Earley and Garrett Underhill from information Russia is known to

ROCKET IS BASED ON A GERMAN 


Digging through the smoking ruins of Nazi 
Germany in 1945, both the Russian and Amer- 
ican armies uncovered copies of a startling 
report. It had been prepared for the German 
Air Ministry by Aeronautical Enginéer Eugen 
Sanger and Physicist [rene Bredt at a top se- 
cret research center headed by Dr. Sanger at 
Trauen, in north Germany. The report was 
nothing less than the prospectus for a piloted, 
winged rocket with a maximum range of 12,000 
miles at altitudes up to 90 miles. The secret of 
the rocket’s enormous range, involving only 
four to eight minutes of powered flight, was 
the Sanger-Bredt theory of skip-flight, detailed 
in the report. 

Basically, the theory is as simple as a stone 
skipping over the surface of a pond. The rock- 
et’s initial thrust carries it high into the thin 
upper atmosphere. Finally it loses its momen- 
tum and starts to fall. As it reaches lower allti- 
tudes the denser air there gives lift to the 
rocket’s wings and sends it sailing aloft again. 
Each such massive skip carries fhe rocket hun- 
dreds of miles. 

The revolutionary report reached the Nazis 
too late to be of any help. But its importance 
was recognized instantly by the Russians who 
found it. One was an engineer named Grigori 
Tokaev. His comments on the report eventual- 
ly reached the ear of Josef Stalin himself and 
in 1947 Tokaev was hurried to the Kremlin 
for conferences with Stalin. Among the others 
present were Malenkov and Molotov. 

Later, Tokaev, who eventually defected to 
the West and now lives in England, quoted

Serov, who now heads Russia’s secret police. 
Back in Berlin began a comic-opera series of 
alarums and excursions aimed at making con- 
tact with Sanger, who was then living quietly 
in Paris and working for the French govern- 
ment. Tokaev and his associates distrusted 
each other, sent bitter reports back to Mos- 
cow, and never got to Sanger. 

Today Sanger and Irene Bredt, who is now 
his wife, live in Stuttgart, where they have 
founded the Institute for Jet-Propulsion Re- 
search. They are pondering ways to use the 
energy in light to power a rocket. 

Neither the Sangers nor anyone else this 
side of the iron curtain knows what the Rus- 
sians have accomplished with the Sanger rock- 
et since 1947. But it is true that in perfecting 
both the atomic and hydrogen bombs the Rus- 
sians far outperformed U.S. intelligence esti- 
mates of their technological prowess. 

With the statements from Washington last 
week it became clear that three intercontinen- 
tal missiles are being developed: Convair’s At- 
las, North American Aviation’s Navaho and 
Northrop’s Snark. Progress is shrouded in se- 
crecy, but the Sanger-Bredt report and the con- 
cept of a piloted intercontinent rocket seem to 
have been ignored in official circles. Earley, a 
rocket design engineer, and Underhill, a for- 
mer Army officer who is an expert on Russian 
weapons, guess that the U.S., by undertaking 
a crash program, could develop the IBV in 
three years, for about $23 million, The U.S., 
they feel, can easily afford to risk the money, 
but it cannot afford to lose a moment’s time.

‘THE MANDATE OF HEAVEN’

LIPFPMANWN 


Walter Lippmann’s new book, The Public Philosophy, 
is the answer to his own 17-year quest for what really 
ails the Western democracies, whom he describes as 
“sick with some kind of incapacity to cope with real- 
ity, to govern their affairs, to defend their vital inter- 
ests, and, it might be, to insure their survival.” A 
short summary of his prescription for this ailment (as 
suggested here last week) is as follows: democrats 
should stop thinking that “what is right and what is 
wrong can be determined by their yotes”’; they should 
realize that the old idea of a natural order of right 
and wrong “is not mere moonshine and cobwebs.” 

The healthiest political ideas, according to Lippmann, 
are those that “have the title of being right which 
binds men’s consciences. Then they possess, as the 


Confucian doctrine has it, ‘the mandate of heaven.’ ” 

As every Lippmann reader knows, nothing is hard- 
er than to be sure of the application of moral right 
and wrong in workaday politics; for honest men can 
“draw irreconcilably different practical conclusions 
from the same general principles.” But when demo- 
crats, because of this difficulty, ignore or dismiss the 
idea of right and wrong altogether, then democracy 
is really on the skids. So we have ie keep trying, 
says Lippmann. 

From the week’s flux of problems, we here select 
two tough ones in which right and wrong have a toler- 
ably clear application. This being a democracy, it’s 
largely up to the public whether or not they get de- 
cided on that basis.

EISENHOWER 


The President got indignant at his press conference 
last week (see cut). His indignation was obviously 
sincere. Can it also be termed “righteous”? 

He was indignant because the Democrats want to 
upset his budget by cutting $20 per capita off the 
income tax for the next fiscal year. On an annual basis 
this would make the deficit $2,300,000,000 bigger than 
it will be. The President called this the height of “‘fis- 
cal irresponsibility.” The Democrats don’t deny they 
are playing politics with taxes. They say instead that 
the Republicans would do it if they didn’t, that the 
budget won't be balanced in any case, and that that 
noise is ‘‘a wounded elephant groan, not to be con- 
fused with the death rattle of the republic.” 

It’s true, of course, that fiseal morality is harder 
to identify nowadays than when its sign was an an- 
nually balanced budget. Modern fiscal practice has to 


take account of other things as well, notably employ- 
ment and the economic effect of the tax level. But 
there is still a way to tell a moral fiscal policy from 
the other kind. Its sign is a stable dollar. After a dozen 
years or more of actual or incipient inflation, the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar has remained stable since 
Eisenhower and Humphrey took over. Their 1955-56 
budget, despite its intended deficit, is carefully de- 
signed to maintain this purchasing power. It is a moral 
budeok To upset this administration’s revenue expec- 
tations by $2.3 billion a year, without bothering to 
show comparable savings and without giving any good 
economic reason save the desire to buy votes, is im- 
moral, cynical and symptomatic of the disease that 
threatens democracy. 

You're damn right, the President's indignation is 
righteous. 


‘DO NOT DO UNTO OTHERS... 


CHIANG KAI-SHEK 
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The rights and wrongs of the Formosa question are 
obscured by the prudential question of how to avoid 
war, But that is no reason for pretending that the 
question has no right or wrong. Ever since the days 
of the Big Three, U.S. foreign policy has grown subtly 
immoral in one respect: it tends to weigh the claims 
of other nations in the scale of their apparent power 
instead of their undoubted rights. 

Alongside Red China, Formosa looks like small po- 
tatoes. Its leader, however, partly for that very rea- 
son, is acutely conscious of international justice. Last 
month in Taipei he had a few words to say about that 
neglected subject that ought to be heard in Washing- 
ton, London and other centers of power, as well as in 
the U.N. Said Chiang Kai-shek: 

“Even if an agreement could be reached for a cease- 
fire, it would only bear resemblance to the ones con- 
cluded for Korea and Indochina, in which the injured 
party would be forced to recognize the fait accompli 
of the aggressors. If this should be the case, where 
are the dignity, authority and righteousness of the 
United Nations? ... In the end, it will encourage 

. aggression on a larger scale and create far more 


serious faits accomplis to force recognition from the 
United Nations. ... 

“T wish to declare most solemnly to the whole 
world: The United Nations Charter has expressly laid 
down the injunction against any Member State en- 
croaching upon the territorial integrity and political in- 
dependence of another. . . . | would like to ask [the 
appeasing nations| whether, if unhappily Soviet Rus- 
sia should invade their countries and install Quisling 
regimes on their soil, they would still be prepared to 
swallow the reality of having their countries cut into 
halves. ‘Do not do unto others what you do not want 
done unto yourself,’ taught Confucius. This is a prin- 
ciple of behavior not only between man and man, 
but also between country and country. 

Interesting to find Confucius quoted by Chiang 
Kai-shek aid Walter Lippmann the same week. But 
great rules of right and wrong, like his, seem to keep 
recurring not only in all nations but all centuries. 
Call them “‘the mandate of heaven,” or natural law, 
or simple justice, or what you like—they are meant to 
be discerned among the problems of men, and when 
possible followed.

AFRICAN RESETTLEMENT 


Enforcing segregation, Johannesburg police move Negroes from homes 


One rainy Wednesday morning Johannesburg, 
South Africa mobilized 2,000 heavily armed 
police and sent them into Sophiatown, one of 
the worst of the rat-infested Negro slums that 
ring the city. They caught the residents by 
surprise. They had not been expected until the 
following Saturday when, by government or- 
der, 150 black families were to have been 
moved—by force if necessarv—trom their 
shanty city to neat four-room brick homes 
built for them at Meadowlands, 15 miles away. 

This action was being undertaken by the 
government as a slum clearanee—and it was 


clearing noisome slums. But it also involved 
police-state tactics, implementing South Af- 
rica’s long-range program for moving its LO 
million Negroes “apart” from its 2.5 million 
whites, under its apartheid policy. The heavy 
concentration of armed police and their sur- 
prise arrival ruled out any chance of resist- 
ance, and the Negroes, first of a total of 60,000 
to be moved, went docilely, if sullenly, to 
their new homes, Later some comparatively 
prosperous families (p. 60) will be moved, not 
because they are living in hovels but because 
they are living where whites do not want them.

OF BUDDHISM 


MILLIONS OF ASIANS FOLLOW 
A GENTLE SAGE WHO FOUND 
THE WAY TO ENLIGHTENMENT 


out large sections of the Asian mainland, hundreds of millions of 

people—perhaps as many as 500 million—believe in a gentle and 
peaceable religion called Buddhism. Many Western thinkers, who have 
come to know its yellow-robed monks and have investigated the vast 
libraries of their quiet monasteries, consider it one of the noblest edi- 
fices of thought ever created by the human spirit. It is, as a whole, one 
of the most rational of the world’s great religions, for the system of 
human conduct that it preaches relies very litthke on the supernatural. 

In its history, which stretches back for 2,500 years, Buddhism has 
been one of the greatest civilizing forces the Far East has ever known, 
stimulating art and contributing profound ideas to the great Tang Dy- 
nasty culture of China in the Seventh to Tenth Centuries, A.D. and 
bringing civilization to Japan. Today it is the state religion of Burma, 
Thailand, Tibet, Cambodia and Laos, the dominant religion of Ceylon 
and a faith to which vast numbers of Chinese and Japanese turn for 
spiritual purpose. With Christianity and Islam, Buddhism is one of the 
three great international religions of the world. 

In Buddhism there are two great schools of doctrine: Hinayana Bud- 
dhism, which is followed by southern Asians, and Mahayana Buddhism 
which 1s followed in China, Japan, Tibet and Mongolia. Both these doc- 
trines owe their basic teachings to one of history’s great religious lead- 
ers, a man named Siddhartha Gautama who was born in what is now 
Nepal near the border of India in about 563 B.C., and whose life, like 
that of Jesus Christ, became a profound example to millions of his fel- 
low men, 

Stripped of the accretions of poetic oriental legend with which centu- 
ries of Asian imagination have surrounded it, the life of Gautama, or 
“The Buddha” as he was later called, is one of the great and simple

biographies of religious literature. Son of an aristo- 
cratic Hindu chieftain of the second, or warrior caste 
(*“*Hinduism,” Lire, Feb. 7), Gautama was brought 
up in princely luxury. “I had,” one of the sutras, the 
ancient Buddhist scriptures, quotes him as saying, 
‘three palaces, one for the cold season, one for the 
hot and one for the season of rains, Through the 
four rainy months, in the palace for the rainy sea- 
son, entertained by female minstrels, I did not come 
down from the palace... .” 

Like the other aristocratic boys of his time, Gau- 
tama excelled in sports, notably archery, and in an 
archery cont:st he won the hand of a beautiful wife 
by whom he had a son, This life of luxury and do- 
mestic happiness, however, was not enough for Gau- 
tama. Despite his father’s orders that he remain in 
his palaces, he mounted his chariot and rode out 
into the world where, for the first time, he saw the spectacle of human 
suffering. After observing an old man, a sick man, a dead man and an 
ascetic, Gautama returned to his palaces profoundly troubled by the 
misery that lay around him. Then, one night, he left his sleeping wife 
and child in the spirit of Indian renunciation and departed from his lux- 
urious home to take up the life of a wandering mendicant, shaving his 
head and clothing himself in the yellow robes of a monk. 

Gautama at this time was a young man of 29 and he had made up 
his mind to solve the riddle of life. For six years he sought a solution. 
He tried various methods of meditation. He tried mortification of the 
flesh in the company of five Hindu “‘holy men” until, through starvation, 
he became dreadfully emaciated. But this taught him nothing. Soon he 
began to eat normally again and the “‘holy men” left him in disgust. 
Finally he seated himself under a tree—the sacred Bodhi tree—to think 
and vowed that he would not move until he attained the secret of en- 
lightenment. In a vision the armies of Mara, evil tempter of the world of 
passion, attacked him with storms, rain, rocks and blazing weapons, and 
Mara himself offered him the wealth of the world if he would desist from 
his purpose. But Gautama sat unmoved, calling on the earth beneath 
him to witness the steadfastness of his aim. The armies of Mara fled. 

After 49 days of meditation under the tree, Siddhartha Gautama

achieved the enlightenment he was seeking and there- 
after became known as the Buddha, or “‘the enlight- 
ened one.” He arose and made his way to the holy 
city of Benares where, in a park outside the town, he 
met again the five ascetics who had been his former 
companions and preached to them his first sermon 
on the meaning of life. Thereafter, for 45 years 
the Buddha traveled up and down northern India 
preaching and making converts to his religion. One 
day after eating some indigestible food, Buddha be- 
came very ill, and, calling his disciples around him, 
pronounced his last words on the impermanence of 
all things. **Work out your salvation with diligence,” 
he added, Having said these words, he passed on to 
the Nirvana which his religion describes as the ulti- 
mate end of all aspiration, 

What the Buddha learned during his long medita- 
tion under the Bodhi tree and later taught as the basis of his doctrine 
must be considered against the background of traditional Hindu beliefs 
that surrounded him, for Gautama was born a Hindu, and Buddhism 
itself was a protestant revolt against orthodox Hinduism. From Hindu- 
ism, Buddha inherited and accepted certain age-old concepts and these 
were taken for granted in Buddhist thought. One of these was the idea 
that all living beings go through cycles of birth, death and rebirth, and 
that they are destined to be reborn into the world over and over again. 
Another was the doctrine of karma, the cosmic law of cause and effect 
by which virtuous conduct is rewarded in future reincarnations and bad 
conduct leads to retribution. Another was the conception of the world 
as an abode of ignorance and sorrow from which wise men should seek 
release. Still another was the idea of renunciation: that the path of wis- 
dom lay in taming the appetites and passions of the flesh. 

But while he agreed with the Hindus on these concepts and objectives, 
Buddha disagreed about the methods by which the objectives were to be 
achieved, His experiments with violent austerity had convinced him that 
the spectacular mortifications of the body practiced by many Hindu as- 
cetics of his time were vain and useless. He preferred what he called the 
Middle Way between asceticism and self-indulgence and believed that 
the wise man avoided both these extremes in a life of calm detachment.

He also disapproved of the Hindu caste distinctions, believing that all 
men were equal in spiritual potentiality. 

The kernel of his teaching lay in two great pronouncements which 
formed the subject of his first sermon at Benares and which have since 
been known throughout the Buddhist world as the Four Noble Truths, 
and the Noble Eightfold Path. The Truths deal with the cause and cure 
of human suffering, and the Path is the practical technique of action by 
which the cure can be achieved. 

The Four Noble Truths are: 1) Suffering is universal; 2) The cause 
of suffering is craving, or selfish desire; 3) The cure for suffering is 
the elimination of craving; 4) The way to eliminate craving is to follow 
the Middle Way whose technique is described in the Noble Eight- 
fold Path, 

The Noble Eightfold Path consists of 1) Right knowledge, 2) Right 
intention, 3) Right speech, 4) Right conduct, 5) Right means of liveli- 
hood, 6) Right effort, 7) Right mindfulness, 8) Right concentration. 

For Buddhists the practice of the virtues indicated in these short and 
rather cryptic phrases forms a method of self-discipline that will lead to 
a life of good works and inner peace of mind. For all Buddhists the third 
and fourth of these phrases have been extended, in more specilic form, to 
comprise a practical code of conduct which is known as the Five Pre- 
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BEGGING for their food at dawn on a main thoroughfare of Bangkok 
in Thailand, Buddhist monks carry a large wooden begging bowl, incense 
sticks and a lotus flower which is the universal Buddhist symbol of purity, 
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cepts. These are: 1) To abstain from taking life, 2) To abstain from 
taking what is not given, 3) To abstain from illegal sexual pleasures, 
4) To abstain from lying, 5) To abstain from intoxicants which tend 
to cloud the mind. Ultimately, for the good Buddhist who has finally 
achieved enlightenment, lies Nirvana, the spiritual goal. Nirvana is, 
strictly speaking, a permanent state toward which Buddhists aspire. 
It is impersonal ultimate reality. 

In developing these basic ideas, Buddhists formed a unique doctrine 
about the self. The self is not, as many Hindus believe, a part of an 
all-pervading entity or Absolute which Hindus call Brahman. It 1s im- 
permanent and made up of states of mind and matter which are in a 
continual process of change. If a man comes to a true realization of 
self, he loses all craving for worldly pleasures and possessions and can 
turn toward the ineffable, or Nirvana. 

This realization, however, can come only after long and laborious 
effort. Through good and self-denying deeds and thoughts one is puri- 
fied through successive lives. The road is hard, and one is bound for 
many lives to the cosmic merry-go-round which is called the Wheel 
of Rebirth—the Buddhists believing, as do Hindus, in transmigra- 
tion. But in the end, by perseverance, one’s insight leads to the sud- 
den discovery of the truth and final release from the Wheel, which is 
Nirvana. 

The principle of the changing self which, for unworldliness and pure 
idealism, is matched in very few of the world’s other great religions, 
causes the good Buddhist to renounce all attachment to passing phe- 
nomena of the world. Even Buddha himself, among Hinayana Bud- 
dhists, is not worshiped as a man or a god but as the embodiment of a 
principle of enlightenment. There were, they believe, many Buddhas 
before Gautama, and there will be many more after him until the end of 
time. He was merely one human vehicle for an eternal spiritual concept. 
This is one reason why the thousands of images of Buddha which stand 
in temples throughout Asia are not realistic portraits of an individual 
human being but idealized symbols, and this is what gives them, to 
Western eyes, a rather weird and impersonal appearance. 

Buddhism generally stands aloof from the affairs of the world. It has 
no centralized authority, no pope, no elaborate ceremonies of conver- 
sion. One can become a Buddhist by practicing the principles of the 
Eightfold Path. It requires no adherence to legalistic requirements as 
does Orthodox Judaism and no act of submission as does Islam. Bud- 
dhism is not so much a set of rules as a technique of action by which 
the individual can gradually divest himself of his worldly desires and 
finally achieve the spiritual tranquility of selflessness. 

Because the practice of Buddhism in its ideal form demands detach- 
ment from the turmoil of daily life, it has become to a great extent a 
monastic religion. Though the majority of Buddhists are laymen who 
practice few austerities and who live and worship as simply as the laity of 
other religions, the ideal Buddhists are the monks who follow its path 
more strictly and who live either in solitude or, more often, in the great 
monasteries which are scattered throughout the Buddhist world. In some 
countries, like Thailand and Burma, virtually all Buddhist males spend 
at least a few weeks of their lives as monks, regarding this period as apart 
of their education. Almost all go back to a lay life, though in Tibet, 
where Buddhism has reached a somewhat degenerate form called Lama- 
ism, monks constitute about one third of the male population and are 
the rulers of the state. 

Nearly everywhere the Buddhist monk performs certain acts for 
the layman. He officiates at funerals, performs ceremonies in the mon- 
astery temples and takes over the religious education of the young. 
But his main function where the layman is concerned is to serve as 
an example of the Buddhist way of life and to point the way toward 
Nirvana. The Buddhist monk lives a life of the utmost simplicity and 
spends much of it in meditation. He owns almost no personal prop- 
erty and is supposed to get his food only by begging. His belongings 
include only his robe, an alms bowl to beg his food with, a needle, a 
string of 108 beads which he counts while meditating on the qualities of 
the Buddha, a razor to shave his head with, and a filter to strain insects 
from his drinking water lest he inflict suffering on living things. 

Certain Buddhist sects of Korea and Japan permit their monks 
to marry, but most Buddhist monks are celibate. They are permit- 
ted meals only before noon, made up of the food they have been given, 
and their diet is usually vegetarian, though they are expected to eat 
whatever is offered them. The three essentials for the Buddhist monk 
are poverty, celibacy and inoffensiveness. He follows strictly the Bud- 
dhist rule against harming any living thing. Except for a few powerful 
and violent priests who fought against factions of nobles during the 
feudal era of medieval Japan, Buddhist monks have usually been strict 
pacifists. The international brotherhood of Buddhist monks which has 
guarded the traditions of the faith for 2,500 years in Asia, is one of 
the oldest established religious institutions in the world. 
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VIRTUE OF INOFFENSIVENESS, traditionally practiced by good Bud- monks, like those of Burma and Thailand, wear yellow or orange robes, usu- 
dhists, 1s represented in the shy behavior of Cevlonese monks who carry palm- ally go barefoot and carry begging bowls (here covered by their garments) into 
leaf umbrellas to hide their faces from passers-by as well as fromthe sun.

RELICS CGautamas remains 


Ever since the death of Gautama the Buddha in about 483 B.C., relics 
of his physical body, including his teeth and hairs from his head, have 
been carefully preserved and enshrined. This custom, which might not 
seem in accord with the comparatively rational tenets of Buddhism, 
involves homage to Gautama’s person, not in itself but as a symbol 
of the Buddhist way. To house the relics, Buddhists have built dome- or 
towerlike shrines which are found in cities and in the countryside 
throughout the Buddhist world. These shrines are known generically 
as stupas, or pagodas, and monks and laymen alike, especially in 
south Asia, flock to them to walk around them in the practice known 
as circumambulation, to make offerings of food and flowers and to 
meditate on Buddha's teachings. Since there are only a limited num- 
ber of authentic relics, some of the millions of stupas in Asia con- 
tain other reminders such as images, sacred writings and prayers. 

In some places, like the ancient holy city of Pagan in central Burma 


are enshrined in sacred stupas 


(be/aw), stupas are so numerous that they seem to dominate the en- 
tire landscape. Pagan, built in the IIth Century by a devout and be- 
nign Buddhist king named Anawrahta, originally consisted of some 
1,000 buildings and was one of Buddhism’s great outposts. Largely 
demolished by the famous Mongolian conqueror Kublai Khan in the 
[3th Century, it now contains the still impressive ruins of some 850 
stupas, monasteries and temples, 

Buddhist stupas are the center of many of the activities practiced by 
laymen in order to acquire merit that leads to rebirth in a better life 
and thus constitutes a step toward final achievement of nirvana. Build- 
ing stupas is in itself an act of merit, but there are other, simpler ways 
in which a layman may acquire merit: through offerings (right), through 
pilgrimages, through meditation, through helping feed the monks, 
through assisting in the upkeep of the stupas (mex! page). Merit may 
also be acquired by participating in public ceremonies (below, right).

sand volumes. The court of the great Tang Dynasty, during which he 
lived, became filled with converts to Buddhism. Some of the greatest 
artists in Chinese history were devoting themselves to Buddhist subjects, 
and in the streets of the old Tang capital of Changan (modern Sian), 
Buddhist scholars could be found discussing their doctrines with Con- 
fucianists, Taoists, Zoroastrians, Manichaeans and even Nestorian 
Christian missionaries from the Near East. Buddhism itself proved to be 
one of the hardiest of them all, and its teachings ramified into many 
different sects, some of which exist down to the present day.

Shotoku Taishi became converted to Buddhism, which had reached 
Japan through the sea routes from Korea, and established it as a na- 
tional religion, The Japanese, who had heretofore been largely a nation 
of illiterate and primitive fishermen and farmers, accepted the new doc- 
trines along with the whole culture of Tang Dynasty China. Shortly 
afterward, about 750 A.D., an Indian Buddhist monk named Padma- 
Sambhava crossed the mountains into Tibet, where Buddhism had al- 
ready existed in scattered monasteries, and preached there a different 
and peculiar form of the doctrine known as Tantrism. Tantrism was a 
mixture of Mahayana Buddhism and certain magical and mystical 
doctrines derived from Hinduism. This together with the age-old sorcery 
and demonolatry practiced in Tibet made up Tibetan Lamaism. In its 
popular aspects it involved prayers, ritual dances and the exorcism of 
devils. Out of it, in Tibet, grew a theocratic state dominated by the 
Dalai and Panchen Lamas, who are believed to be the living incarna- 
tions of Buddhist holy beings of the past. ‘ 

Wherever it penetrated, Buddhism brought with it high ethical con- 
cepts: tolerance, nonviolence, respect for the individual, love of ani- 
mals and nature, belief in the fundamental spiritual equality of all 
human beings. It also stimulated the production of much of the greatest 
art Asia has known. The superlative art of Gupta period India, still 
preserved in the frescoes of the Ajanta Caves northeast of Bombay, was 
predominantly Buddhist in inspiration. So was the art of the Tang 
Dynasty, the golden age of Chinese civilization, and much of the tradi- 
tion of literature and art that Japan learned from the Chinese and finally 
made its own. In the south, helped by vigorous Indian trade, these con- 
cepts of ethics and art spread to Indonesia and to what are now Burma 
and Thailand. In the latter two countries Buddhism became so firmly 
rooted that these can be described today as, along with Ceylon and 
Tibet, the most devout Buddhist nations of the world, 

Then, after having helped spread its high culture to eastern Asia, 
Buddhism died out in India, the country of its origin. The Brahmins, 
proprietors of the ancient and orthodox religion of Hinduism, which 
Gautama had defied, succeeded in absorbing it and Moslem conquest 
wiped out its last vestiges. Paradoxically, and curiously, India, which 
gave Buddhism to the world, has contained relatively few Buddhists 
since the 12th Century A.D. 

From early times the type of Buddhism practiced in China, Japan and 
Tibet differed from that of the south Asian Buddhists which has been 
described in the preceding pages. This difference was due to some extent 
to variations in national temperament, but it can be traced back to about 
200 years after Gautama’s death when a group of his disciples disagreed 
on the interpretation of his teaching and preached a doctrine which was 
less rigorous and more easily adapted to the needs of the common man. 
This doctrine became known as Mahayana, or “‘the greater vehicle,” and 
its members referred to the orthodox southern Buddhism as Hinayana 
or “‘the lesser vehicle.” Mahayana Buddhism spread in the north, and its 
tenets differed so greatly from those of Buddhists in Ceylon, Thailand 
and Burma that they constituted almost a different religion. 

Mahayana Buddhism, matured mainly in the free religious atmos- 
phere of Tang Dynasty China, sought a way to make Buddhism a 
religion of the masses. It found the monkish life of the south too de- 
manding and austere for ordinary people and it searched for a method by 
which enlightenment might be achieved more simply. Where the ideal 
Buddhist of the Hinayana groups remained the “‘Arhat” or holy man 
who attained enlightenment for himself alone, the ideal Buddhist of the 
Mahayana became a saintly figure known as a ““Bodhisattva,” a holy 
man who had vowed that he would not enter Nirvana until the whole 
human race had achieved salvation with him. For the common man 
monasticism was obviously too demanding and for him, a majority of 
the Mahayanists taught, faith and devotion were enough. In the north, 
salvation by faith became one of Buddhism’s basic tenets, and the 
austere figure of Gautama became superseded by a glorious redeemer, 
a god known as the Amitabha Buddha or the “*Buddha of Infinite 
Light” to whom prayers of the faithful were addressed. Unlike Gautama, 
the Amitabha Buddha was not an actual historical person. It is the Ami- 
tabha Buddha, and not Gautama himself, who is represented in many of 
the great Buddha images of China and in the famous gigantic Buddha of 
Kamakura, Japan. His dominant virtue is not philosophical detachment 
or discipline, but compassion. He inhabits a heaven known as the ““great 
western paradise” or the “‘pure land” to which all good Buddhists, 
monks or not, could hope to go. 

One ancient book describes this paradise as a place “‘surrounded by 
radiant beams and brilliant jewels of untold price. In every direction 
the air resounds with harmonious tunes, the sky is full of radiance, large 
heavenly birds of paradise are flying to and fro. Some of the beings in

paradise are singing in adoration of the Buddha while others are poised 
in the air in serene meditation. [Amitabha] Buddha sits on a lotus 
seat like a gold mountain in the midst of all glories, surrounded by 
his saints.” 

All this was a far cry from the simple philosophical teachings of 
Gautama, but its rich imagery and message of hope had enormous power 
over the masses of northern Asia. Though Gautama continued to be 
reverenced in Mahayana monasteries as the great teacher, prayers to 
the Amitabha Buddha resounded hundreds of times a day from millions 
of lips from Siberia to the Himalayas and eastward to Japan. Some 
Mahayana sects also elaborated a conception of hell to which the souls 
of evildoers passed at death. Meanwhile a goddess of compassion known 
as Kuan Yin (Japanese, Kwannon) developed to guide the faithful 
to the promised land. Kuan Yin, who is sometimes compared to the 
Catholic Madonna, eventually came to occupy a place equal to the great 
Amitabha Buddha in the affections of the Mahayanists, and statues of 
her were set up in temples throughout China and Japan, 

On the whole, Mahayana Buddhism became a more emotional and 
less purely philosophical religion than the more austere Buddhism of 
the south, and it was this emotional content that enabled it to sweep all 
northern Asia, bringing its message of hope and salvation to illiterate 
peasants as well as scholarly monks. Today there is still a great schism 
in the Buddhist world between the two beliefs. The southern Buddhists 
claim that their doctrines, derived from the old teachings of Gautama, 
constitute the only true path while those of the Mahayanists are a mix- 
ture of Buddhism with doctrines derived from other religions. Mahayan- 
ists reply that the rigid teachings of the southern Buddhists are much too 
traditional and hidebound. The scope and grandeur of Mahayana mys- 
ticism, they insist, allow for greater progress and better suit the reli- 
gious needs of the varying and energetic peoples of the north. 

Actually there is a great deal to be said for both points of view. But 
it is a fact that Mahayana Buddhism has never had the monopolistic 
hold on the nations of the north that Hinayana Buddhism still main- 
tains in countries like Thailand and Burma. In China, Mahayana Bud- 
dhism has always been rivaled in popularity by the other two great doc- 
trines of that country, Taoism and Confucianism, and it has tended, 
among the masses, to become mixed with superstitious practices such 
as fortunetelling and image worship. In Japan, which is today the main 
stronghold of progressive Mahayana thought, Buddhism exists side by 
side with the ancient Japanese national cult of Shinto with which it has 
little in common. But Japanese Buddhism has a noble history and, 
invigorated by reform and a new trend toward social work, is the re- 
ligion of almost half the country.

Of the world’s many millions of Buddhists, 46 million live in Japan 
where their ancient religion competes with the national cult of Shinto, 
with Christianity and the secular scientific ideas found in any great 
modern industrial nation. Nevertheless Japanese Buddhists are very 
devout, and Japanese Buddhism, reinvigorated by numerous revival- 
ist and reform movements, holds a stronger position in the life of the 
people than Buddhism does in China and adjacent areas of the main- 
land. Like all Mahayana Buddhism, that of Japan is divided into 
numerous sects with variations in doctrine. Most of these sects have a 
long history in China whence they were imported at an early date by 
the Japanese. Their doctrines range from those of the vastly popular 
and pageant-loving Shin sect, one of whose ceremonies is shown on 
these pages, to the austere, aristocratic, contemplative sects of the 
#en Buddhists (next page). 

Shin shu Buddhists believe in the heavenly Amitabha Buddha and 
the madonna-like Kuan Yin. Shin shu priests, unlike those of some 
other sects, are permitted to marry, and the functions of the Shin 
clergy are often hereditary. Education and other social service work 
form an important part of its duties. Shin shu Buddhists also revere

truth by meditation and intuition 


Once during the life of Gautama the Buddha a disciple approached him 
with a gift of a golden flower and asked him to preach the secret of 
the doctrine. Gautama took the flower, held it aloft and looked at it in 
silence, indicating that the secret lay not in words but in the profound 
contemplation of the flower itself. From this mystical and legendary act 
descended the famous doctrine of Zen which is regarded by many schol- 
ars as the noblest in Buddhism. It was brought to China at the end of 
the Fifth Century by the Indian mystic missionary Bodhidarma, a man 
who is reported to have spent nine years of his life continuously medi- 
tating with his face to a wall, saying nothing to anyone. From China, 
Zen spread in the 12th Century to Japan where its austere disciplines 
appealed greatly to the stern warriors of the restless medieval period, 
Today it is still practiced by Japan’s second largest (nine million monks 
and laymen) and most rigorous Buddhist sect. 

Except for certain details of conduct Zen bears a much closer resem- 
blance to the austere Buddhism of southern Asia than it does to the 
other branches of northern Mahayana belief. Followers of Zen believe 
that enlightenment comes, not from the study of the scriptures or from 
metaphysical speculation, but from a sudden flash of intuition which 
occurs during disciplined meditation. Not until after at least 10 years of 
meditation and rigid discipline can a monk hope to experience this reve- 
lation. Accordingly they set little store by books, preaching, discussion 
or theories. Zen monks train their disciples not primarily with words but 
with acts, whacking them over the head, shouting at them, setting them 
difficult tasks and often propounding to them obscure conundrums de- 
signed to nudge their minds into a perception of the truth. This per- 
ception, they believe, is not to be achieved by logical explanations or 
readings of the scriptures but by an intuitive revelation, somewhat simi- 
lar, on a spiritual plane, to the laugh that spontaneously occurs when 
one has suddenly seen the point of a joke. 

Zen is not a theory but a technique of action, and it envelops with 
religious significance such simple daily acts as tea drinking, gardening 
and the enjoyment of nature, teaching that they, in some way, contain 
the essential mystery of life, and that taking part in them becomes a 
means to understanding. Zen monks lead lives of extreme simplicity, 
working in the fields, begging for their food, eating a spare diet and 
meditating (see picture at right). Zen monasteries are severe and simple 
in appearance, and such ornament as they possess is noted for under- 
statement rather than flamboyance. Much of the simple eloquence of 
Japanese art and much of the formal frugality characteristic of Japanese 
life are directly inspired by Zen. Recently Zen has attracted a great deal 
of attention from Western intellectuals and artists who have been drawn 
to, and stimulated by, its ideas of simplicity and intuitive inspiration,

TROUBLED TIME 


When the Communists took over China, they took over the area 
where northern or Mahayana Buddhism had its greatest growth and 
counted its greatest number of adherents. Perhaps a third of China’s 
600 million people might be counted as Buddhists but their Buddhist 
beliefs are frequently mixed with the doctrines of Confucianism and 
Taoism. Communism, in doctrine the implacable foe of all religion, is 
proceeding to undermine Buddhism where it can, and to control it 
where it cannot. The government of Mao Tse-tung is busy restoring 
and preserving the great temples and other show places of Buddhism. 
They do this, however, not to support the religion but to build up 
the shrines as national monuments. Working steadily but quietly 
against the religion, the government is depriving China’s old monas- 
teries of their land and revenue, forcing monks to work in the fields 
and factories and doing its best to discredit, through propaganda, 
their standing as spiritual leaders. Many Buddhist nuns have been 
forced to work or to marry. Many young monks “‘volunteered” for 
the war in Korea. 

In Tibet, where a third of the population is in Buddhist monas- 
teries and where Buddhist piety is stronger, Communists have pro- 
ceeded somewhat differently. Unable to coerce so powerful a theoc- 
racy, they are trying to subvert it. Both the Dalai Lama, the spiritual 
and temporal ruler of the country, and the Panchen Lama, the 
Communist-favored spiritual leader in western Tibet, have been 
brought to Peking for “‘consultation.”” The Communists have given

fine English cars to both lamas. By outwardly benign cultivation, 
by subtle bribery and by brainwashing, the Communists apparently 
_hope to gain real control of Tibet through its rulers. 

Meanwhile in Ceylon and the countries of the southeast Asian 
mainland the adherents of the stricter Hinayana or southern Bud- 
dhism still flourish as a potent force allied, at least in theory, with 
the free world. Here, if anywhere, Buddhism is in a position to make 
a stand against the secular fanaticism of Communists. 

In Burma and Thailand, Hinayana Buddhism runs deep. Most 
males spend some period of their lives in monasteries, and the pres- 
tige of the monks among the masses is very high. Burma, under a 
nominally socialist government, has earmarked substantial sums for 
Buddhist activities, and its present leaders—notably its prime minis- 
ter U Nu—are devout Buddhists. The Burmese government has also 
taken the lead in promoting an international resurgence of Buddhism 
throughout Asia. During the past year 2,500 monks and thousands 
of devout Buddhists from all over southeast Asia congregated in 
Rangoon under the auspices of the government to open the two- 
year-long Sixth World Buddhist Council. Its purpose is to purify 
and translate the age-old Pali texts which form the bible of Hina- 
yana doctrine. Though the aim of the council was not political, it 
nonetheless provided an impressive demonstration of Buddhist unity 
in the face of Communist repression in the north. 

Buddhism is, aside from nationalism, the sole important positive 
force around which opposition to Communism can be built in this 
area of the world. The question is whether the practical moral vigor 
of Buddhism goes deep enough to make it southeast Asia’s spiritual

bulwark against Communist aggression. Communist propagandists 
among the intellectuals try to find similarities between their philos- 
ophy and Buddhism. They emphasize the rational basis of Buddhism 
and Marxism. They point out that—within the order of monks— 
Buddhism endorses a classless society, which is a Marxist goal. They 
find similarities in the way both Buddhism and Marxism seem to 
agree on some basic tenets of modern science. 

Yet most intelligent Asians agree that Buddhism and Communism 
are basically incompatible and opposed. To Buddhists man is not 
primarily an economic creature. His purpose is spiritual. The Bud- 
dhist attitude toward both war and revolution is that they are based 
on greed and violence and hence are wrong. Like all great religions, 
Buddhism postulates a life of the spirit that transcends the human 
span. It teaches that this life of the spirit is the only true reality. 
Finally, it teaches that the good life is to be attained only through an 
act of free individual volition and reason. It frowns on force as a 
means to control human beings. It preaches self-discipline, not disci- 
pline from without. 

This avoidance of force and coercion makes Buddhism one of the 
world’s most gentle religions and may be a weakness in its defense 
against Communism. While their habits of contemplation and their 
belief in nonviolence make Buddhists reluctant revolutionaries in 
principle and hence poor converts to Communism, they also could 
make Buddhists reluctant fighters against conquest by belligerent 
outsiders. Despite this, the Buddhists of Burma, stirred by nationalist 
feelings, were vigorous agitators for independence from Great Brit- 
ain. It remains to be seen which will weigh more in a struggle against 
Communism: Buddhist passivity, which could be helpful to Commu- 
nism, or Buddhist insistence on liberty of thought, which is abhorrent 
to Communism, The importance of liberty of thought was eloquently 
stated by the Buddha himself in an ancient text. “Believe nothing, O 
monks,” he said, ““merely because you have been told it ... or be- 
cause it is traditional, or because you yoursélves have imagined it. 
Do not believe what your teacher tells you merely out of respect for 
the teacher, But whatsoever, after due examination and analysis, you 
find to be conducive to the good, the benefit, the welfare of all beings 
—that doctrine believe and cling to, and take it as your guide.”

that would top Cinerama, Todd prowled around New York for 
several weeks asking everybody he knew in the fields of technology 
the same question: ‘““Who’s the Einstein of the optical racket?” 
So many of the answers were “Brian O’Brien” that in October, 
Todd landed in Rochester, established a beachhead and opened 
fre on the doctor. 

O’Brien had never heard of Cinerama, much less of Mike Todd. 
His sole professional connection with movies had been the inven- 
tion of the fastest cameras extant—the slowest of which takes LO 
million pictures a second and which are used for photographing 
explosions in general and bursting atom bombs in particular. 
Todd told O’Brien all about Cinerama’s marvels and its bugs. 
“Doctor,” he finished, “I want you to get me something where 
everything comes out one hole.” : 

The doctor, unimpressed and uninterested, attempted to brush 
Todd off by recommending that he apply to one of the big com- 
mercial optical firms. But among the main requisites of showman- 
ship is persistence, and among showmen Todd is considered pre- 
eminent in this trait. For five weeks running, Todd phoned the 
doctor two or three times a week to deliver sales talks of mounting 
intensity and volume. | 

At about this time O’Brien was granted a leave of absence by 
the university to become vice president in charge of research for 
the American Optical Co., a venerable concern with headquarters 
at Southbridge, Mass. His ears jangling from Todd's sales talks, 
the doctor finally sent a young colleague to New York to see if 
Cinerama really did amount to anything. The colleague wrote a 
careful scientific analysis, which ended with the word AW owl? 
O’Brien went to New York and was himself wowed. American Op- 
tical was wowed in turn and in late November decided to go ahead 
on Todd’s dream. 

By May 1953, O’Brien, working with some 100 research special- 
ists and engineers, had produced a process whereby the effects of 
Cinerama could be obtained on one piece of film photographed by 
one camera and thrown on a screen by one projector. Estimated 
maximum cost of equipping a theater for the process: $35,000; no 
booths on the ground floor, no profitable seats to be ripped out, no 
joining lines on the screen. From Cinerama the O’Brien team had 
borrowed the device of the curved screen; just about everything 
else was radically changed. Film size was upped to 65 mm from the 
movie industry’s standard 35 mm and entirely new cameras and 
lenses were designed. The most remarkable achievement is prob- 
ably the huge lens capable of taking panoramic shots over an angle 
of 128°, which cameramen promptly christened the “bug-eye.”

and Vistavision, both use standard-size film and wide but less 
curved screens.) 

Todd rounded up a group of backers, who rounded up $1 million, 
and early in 1953 the group formed the Magna Theater Corporation. 
For a while the directors of Magna considered calling the new proc- 
ess “Magnascope” or “Magnorama.” Todd sensibly pointed out at 
a meeting that movie patrons were by this time confused and 
bored by the glut of *scopes, *ramas and ‘visions already on the 
market. After he had obtained solid agreement on this criticism, 
he proposed his choice for a name that would not only be catchy 
but would stick in the public’s mind: “the Todd process.” There 
was a stunned silence until an American Optical executive present 
proffered that whatever the name might turn out to be it would be 
only fair for it to contain some reference to the firm that had 
dey eloped the process. Todd agreed to compromise on the name 
Todd-AQ, 

There are some who think that if justice were done the name 
should be “the O’Brien process,” but nobody i is less interested in 
this contention than Dr. O’Brien himself. “Mike,” he says, “was 
the first to recognize the need to give the effects of Cinerama with 
a single camera and film, It’s all due to his imagination, I am glad 
that the process has his name on it.” 

paar s most pressing problem was finding an opening vehicle. 
Everybody agreed that the musical Oklahoma! would be a natural. 
The only trouble was that Oklahoma! had been performed as a 
stage musical somewhere on earth ever since the spring of 1943 
and was so profitable that its authors, Richard Rodgers and Oscar 
Hammerstein II, were understandably indifferent to movie offers. 
When they saw the new process Rodgers and Hammerstein were 
excited enough to buy a substantial block of Magna stock, but 
when it came to relinquishing Oklahoma! they needed more con- 
vineing. Finally they were shown a test sequence in color involv- 
ing two pretty girls and two youths on a picnic, “I found myself 
wanting to reach for a doughnut and then for both the girls,” 
Rodgers said afterward. “That picnic sold us,” Oklahoma! they 
sold for $1,020,000. 

The Todd-AO version of Oklahoma! is in color and runs two and 
a half hours. It cost $4.5 million to make. Nearly all of the outdoor 
shots were taken in Arizona after Fred Zinnemann, the director, 
discovered that contemporary Oklahoma’s vistas were all-too fre- 
quently interrupted by oil derricks and teeming highways. 


The built-in bankroll 


F Oklahoma! coined money as a stage musical, as a Todd-AO 

road show it should end up as a kind of cinematic Fort Knox. 
Already Rodgers’ and Hammerstein’s South Pacific has been an- 
nounced as one of Oklahoma!’s Todd-AO successors, and for the 
next five years Magna has its choice of any or all of the team’s 
smashes except The King and I, which Fox owns. If Oklahoma! is 
the smash hit it is expected to be, other companies will no doubt 
want the process for their big spectaculars. Since Magna will lease 
the process and equipment to companies using it, also collecting 
a percentage on each seat in the theaters screening the product, 
and since Todd’s share of both Magna (31%) and Todd-AO (of 
which Magna owns almost two-thirds) is not only large but built 
right into the pilasters, he scarcely needs to fidget over where his 
next cigar is coming from. 

This is not at all bad for a fellow who, as Broadway recalls it, 
went broke for $1,105,616.78 just the other day. Only last June, 
Senator John Williams (R., Del.), who serves the U.S. Treasury 
both as watchdog and bloodhound, reminded the nation that Todd 
still owed the government $271,642 in delinquent taxes. 

The government and Todd’s remaining creditors should soon be 
able to relax. Todd says he has already raised millions for future 
Todd-AO ventures, and that millions more are available. This as- 
sertion is probably perfectly accurate, for as a lightning promoter 
Todd is second to nobody in show business. 

The dizzying history of Todd's promotions goes back to his early 
childhood. “By the time he met Dr. O’Brien in 1952 he had been, 
among other things, a dice hustler, carnival roustabout, juvenile 
violator of the Prohibition statutes, trustee of a bricklaying acad- 
emy, bankruptcy sale-impresario, building contractor, movie stu- 
dio soundproofer, plunger on horses and cards, dramatist, bank- 
rupt and, of course, all-around switch-hitting showman. In all of 
these roles—including, and even particularly, that of bankrupt— 
he has maintained such unshakable self-confidence that his career 
is worth study as a classic example of that quality. 

Todd was born in Minneapolis in a year that has never been 
positively fixed because the midwife who brought him into the

world forgot to write the date on his birth certificate. He himself 
claims that he is 45 and was born on June 22, 1909. His brother 
David knows that he was born in September 1910 and is pretty 
sure that his brother Mike is 21 months older than he is, which 
would place the latter’s birth date in December 1908. 

Todd’s full name was originally Avrom Hirsch Goldbogen, The 
name he later adopted was evolved in a singular fashion. As a small 
child he pronounced the word “coat” as “toat,” and ““Toat” be- 
came his nickname in the family. In time, ““Toat”’ developed first 
into “Toad,” then into “Todd.” When he was 17, Avrom Gold- 
bogen married a Chicago girl named Bertha Freshman. When their 
son and only child was born in 1929 they named him Michael. At 
the age of about 19, the young husband decided to change Gold- 
bogen to Todd, and as a substitute for Avrom he borrowed his 
son's first name—probably one of the few instances in the history 
of autobaptism in which a senior was named after a junior. 

Todd’s parents had come to this country from Poland in 1906. 
His father, Hyman Goldbogen, had been a rabbi, but for some years 
after his arrival in the U.S. he had to work at odd jobs and in small 
businesses to support his wife and eight children. “We had no 
governesses, Todd says. 

At the age of 5 Todd was out helping a fruit peddler on his 
rounds and delivering packages for neighborhood tradesmen; at 7 
he was contributing to the family income by selling newspapers 
and tootling a cornet in a boys’ band. Whenever a carnival came to 
Minneapolis he would hustle a job in it. At the concession where 
the sucker would attempt to win a live duck by throwing three balls 
into a bucket, Todd was once employed to hide under the conces- 
sion platform and, at a shouted signal from the concessionaire, 
work a spring that would make the third ball that landed in the 
bucket bounce out. The wages were 25¢ a night. On the fourth 
night he demanded a raise and was turned down. Next night he 
neglected the spring until a boy confederate of his had cleaned the 
concessionaire out of ducks. Todd was fired, but the hungry Gold- 
bogens ate almost more duck than they could stand. 

In 1918 Todd’s father was appointed to a small synagogue in the 
Wicker Park section of Chicago’s northwest side, then a pretty 
rugged area inhabited principally by poor Polish and Jewish fam- 
ilies. When Todd reached the 8th grade at the Wicker Park gram- 
mar school he embraced the process that disciples of the late 
Professor John Dewey call ‘integrating with the group.” At the 
school there was a crap-shooting group with which Todd integrated 
so well that the group ended up by integrating with him. He suc- 
ceeded in getting a share (known in adult crap-shooting as “the 
pinch” or “the viggerish”) of every pot rolled for. In return for 
this, he decided who should be allowed to play, when and where

the game would be held—usually in the rear of the school’s 
playground—and kept an eye out for cops. He even furnished the 
group with a name—the Sleeve Tossers. 

Another group Todd integrated with he encountered when he 
took a part-time job with a neighborhood druggist who sold grain 
alcohol to bootleggers at $20 a gallon. The druggist kept his alky 
supply stashed behind a big case of pharmaceutical bottles, set 
close to a wall. A fat, clumsy man, he appointed Todd (who was 
appropriately skinny because he never got enough to eat at home) 
trafic manager of the stash. Todd was so obliging and efficient at 
humping the large carboys of alky out of their hiding place that the 
needled-beer brewmasters, bathtub-gin distillers and red: ink vint- 
ners expressed their gratification with lavish tips. 

Deciding that he had no time for high school, Todd, who had 
learned that bricklayers were earning $15 a day, persuaded the 
authorities at a trade school to let him install a bricklaying course 
and split the tuition fees with him. The venture collapsed when 
word arrived that the jealous Brick- 
layers’ Union would refuse to rec- 
ognize the course's diplomas. Be- 
sides, Todd had been slowing things 
down in class by continually trying 
to tell the instructor he had hired 
how to lay bricks. 

He and a friend next pooled their 
capital of $80 and set out to get rich 
in what was called the schlacht shop 
field by staging Building-Coming- 
Down-Going-Out-of- Rusiness-Price- 
Slash-on-All-Stock sales for small 
storekeepers who could benefit by 
some high-pressure merchandising. 
Never one to pinch pennies when 
putting on a show, Todd shot the 
partners’ whole bank roll on the 
opening production, which was so 
lavish and compelling that it con- 
vineed even the storekeeper so that 
he actually did go into bankruptcy. 

The most spectacular venture of 
Todd’s adolescence was the Atlantic 
Construction Company, which he 
organized in 1926 at the age of 
17 or thereabouts with his brother 
Frank, who was old enough to vote 
and sign contracts, as partner. The two opened a lavish office and 
placed big advertisements attacking the monotony of Chicago’s 
domestic architecture. “Build a Home Different” was one of Todd’s 
inspired slogans. When the hairy filaments of fiber building blocks 
used in some of Todd’s “different” houses began to poke through 
the stucco, he had the fur shaved off and laughed: by now he was 
putting up apartment houses and giving advice to architects. In 
1928 the brothers had an $820, 000 credit balance at the bond 
house that was backing them. Then the bond house failed and the 
Atlantic Construction Company failed with it. 

In Hollywood, talking pictures were just being introduced, and 
it occurred to Todd that there might be some chan ge to be picked 
up in soundproofing the movie stages. He was getting along well 
until the Depression struck and Hollywood’s main sound pr oblem 
became the moans of the producers. Todd was at liberty. 

It was Chicago’s Century of Progress Exposition in 1933 that 
gave him his first successful crack at the gaudy life of show busi- 
ness. To celebrate the vast strides forward that the Windy City 
had made in its first 100 years, he created an illusion masterpiece 

ealled the Flame Dance in which a pretty dancer named Muriel 
Page fluttered about the stage drawing nearer and nearer to a huge 
candle, the fame of which Todd controlled by manipulating a gas 
machine beneath the stage floor. When Miss ‘Page sot sufficiently 
close to the flame, he would turn the gas on full blast, her gauzy 
wings and leotard would catch fire, Seat aha Seale scamper off 
stage with apparently no clothes on. 

Another illusion he contrived at this period was taken from an 
amusement gimmick once popular in the tonier saloons, known as 
The Girl in ‘the Goldfish Bowl. This featured a live female nude 
whose image was reduced by trick mirrors to a height of about three 
inches. Adapting this principle to a much wider audience, Todd 
substituted Santa Claus for the nude and sold the idea to toy 
departments under the name of The Kute Kris Kringle. 

As the Century of Progress closed Todd formed a vaudeville unit 
consisting of the blazing Miss Page, a comedian named Harry

SON Michael, 
was the inspiration for Todd’s 
present name, which he adopted 
then to match that of the child. 
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Savoy and a trained penguin named Pete. This somewhat improb- 
able group was billed as Bring on the Dames. The actor who put 
Pete the Personality Penguin through his routines had to keep 
his costume loaded with herring, which sometimes made things 
a little uncomfortable for the rest of the cast during the summer 
months, but the unit was a hit for more than a year. 

Snapping his suspenders, Todd set out to establish himself on 
Broadway. His first two attempts—with the plays Call Me Ziggy 
and The Man from Cairo—were colossal flops, but on his third try 
he definitely made it with an all-Negro musical, The Hot Mikado. 

Initial inspiration for the gutbucket interpretation of Gilbert 
and Sullivan’s gentle fantasy had come from a WPA production 
in Chicago. Todd made plans to open a wilder, jazzier version 
of his own on Broadway. Before he could get his curtain up the 
WPA troupe hastily closed in Chicago and moved to New York. 
Todd charged the WPA with obstructing private enterprise and 
yelled for his Constitutional rights. At one time in 1939 there 
were three jazz Mikados running in New York. But the Todd 
version won out. It not only starred Bill Robinson, one of the 
greatest tap dancers who ever lived, but also provided a spe- 
cial bakelite floor for him to dance on, a soap bubble waterfall 
40 feet high and an erupting volcano. 


All this and El Gruesome too 


N the summer of 1939 Todd took The Hot Mikado across the 
East River to the New York World’s Fair. There during the 
fair’s first year the entertainment section was dominated by its 
foremost concessionaire, Billy Rose, with his Aquacade, starring 
Eleanor Holm. Todd’s ego bristles at the thought of being domi- 
nated by anyone in any field, and in the second year he topped 
Rose with the Dancing Campus, featuring name bands and a floor 
big enough to hold 12,000 jitterbugs; the Streets of Paris, featur- 
ing Gypsy Rose Lee, and Gay New Orleans, which was housed in a 
10-acre replica of that city’s French Quarter. The latter concession 
featured a girl revue staged by Hassard Short plus a Spanish 
aerialist billed as Kl Gruesome, who four times a day jumped 
from the top of a 100-foot pole and dangled hair-raisingly with the 
end of a 30-foot rope noosed about his neck. 

After the fair closed, Todd wrapped up Gypsy Rose Lee, the 
Gay New Orleans revue, a pair of name bands and some show- 
stopping vaudeville acts and shipped them to Chicago. He took 
over and renovated the old Rainbow Gardens, a huge but defunct 
cabaret on the North Side, and opened it as the Michael Todd 
Theater-Cafe. Upsetting every nightclub tradition, he ran his 
establishment according to the principles of Andrew Jackson and 
Abraham Lincoln, aiming the entire operation at the common 
people. Admission was 50¢, dinner 75¢ (the most popular dessert 
was Jello); champagne cocktails cost a quarter, cigarets exactly 
what they did at any tobacco store and hat-checking was free. 
The plain people of Chicago loved the theater-cafe to the tune 
of approximately $65,000 a week. 

This was just too tempting for Chicago’s gangsters to make 
their hands behave. The Nitti mob, heirs of Al Capone, began 
moving in and pressuring Todd’s backers and several unions in- 
volved in the club’s operation. A cover charge was instituted; food 
and drink prices soared; hat-check girls set out their saucers for 
tips; cigarets cost abominably; there was no more Jello to be 
had. Todd finally sold his stock and left Chicago. 

He returned to Broadway, and at his shows thenceforth good 
seats came to $4.40, $5.50 and later $7.20.In the 2!4 years between 
June 1942 and February 1945—when New York was crammed 
with servicemen and defense plant workers hungry for diversion 
and willing to pay for it—he produced four lavish musicals, each 
of which played to capacity houses for long runs: Star and Garter 
(609 performances); Something for the Boys, with Cole Porter 
music, starring Ethel Merman (422); Mexican Hayride, with an- 
other Porter score, starring Bobby Clark and June Havoc (481); 
and Up in Central Park, starring nobody in particular (504). Even 
Todd’s flops paid off. Catherine Was Great, dealing with the raven- 
ous empress of Russia, which Mae West not only starred in but 
wrote, failed in New York, then cleaned up on the road; The 
Naked Genius, a stark drama about a stripper, which Gypsy Rose 
Lee wrote, sold to Hollywood for around $150,000. 

On the night The Naked Genius opened, Todd presented Miss 
Lee with a jeweled compact. She left it in a restaurant after the 
show. Todd recovered the compact and recovered the money he 
had paid for it. Then he made another purchase, this time at 
Gimbels department store, and sent it to her. “You won't leave 
this in no restaurant,” he told her. It was a huge nude, entitled 
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La Toilette, by the French painter Bouguereau, The painting hangs 
in the living room of Miss Lee’s Manhattan mansion with the 
price tag still attached to the frame: $2,479. 

Todd has managed to get along amiably enough with nearly 
all his leading ladies except Mae West. Trouble started right off 
with the casting of Catherine Was Great 
when Miss West ordered “the biggest, 
handsomest brutes in town” for her male 
east. It was pointed out to her that be- 
eause of the war all the biggest, hand- 
somest brutes were in the armed services. 
Miss West then mentioned one brute 
who she knew was not in service—a 
Pacific Coast wrestler of astounding pro- 
portions who grunted, professionally un- 
der the name of Wee Willie. Todd freight- 
ed Wee Willie to New York, where it was 
discovered that he was totally i incapable of 
retaining lines, even not very difficult 
lines like ™ ‘yes’ and “no.” He was freight- 
ed back to California,

Runyon had described Todd as “the greatest natural gambler’ he 
had ever known. This pronouncement was a great disservice to 
Todd, who thenceforth tried to live up to the billing. Despite nu- 
merous personally experienced indications to the contrary, he re- 
fused to admit that he could not beat the percentages on horses 
and cards. Somehow he would get everything straightened out 
in the end, 

To that end, Todd went to Hollywood, where he had a deal 
with Universal-International to produce a picture from Edna Fer- 
ber’s novel, Great Son. To establish his identity with a bang in 
a community he expected shortly to take over, he decided to stage 
Up in Central Park in the Hollywood Bowl. It turned out to be 
one of his less brilliant inspirations. New and much bigger scen- 
ery had to be built, additional technical equipment provided, more 
singers and dancers and stagehands added to the troupe, the 
orchestra augmented. The deficits were sensational. 

The Hollywood Bowl misfire was the prelude to a year of almost 
uninterrupted disaster. Great Son never got produced. The fact 
that Todd was simultaneously operations manager of the Del Mar 
Race Track near San Diego (“Where The Turf Meets The Surf”) 
may have had something | to do with it, Like a saloon keeper who 
samples his own wares too enthusiastically, he kept betting $2,000, 
$3,000, $4,000 in an afternoon; sometimes a couple of thousand 
on a single race. At one gin rummy session he dropped $15,000. 
His poker losses were staggering. 

Bad luck was accompanied by tragedy: in the summer of 1946 
Bertha, Todd’s wife of 20 years, died of heart failure while under 
an anesthetic for a minor operation. The next year, a couple of 
months after Todd’s marriage to Joan Blondell (from whom he 
was divorced in 1950), he was named defendant in an involuntary 
bankruptcy proceeding in the New York Federal Court. Liabilities: 
51,105,616.78. There were 116 creditors, ranging from the U.S. 
Treasury to Womrath’s rental library to the Royal Window Clean- 
ing Corporation, 

With time out for adjournments the hearings on the bank- 
ruptcy lasted about three years. As the hearings went on it became 
startlingly apparent just how breezy Todd’s business procedures 
had been. For instance, the usual way for a man to jog his memory 
in such a financial dispute is to consult his old check stubs. This 
wouldn’t have worked with Todd. “It was a very lax, I admit, pro- 
cedure,” he testified, “but there were no stubs, if that’s what 
you mean, there were no stubs.” 

Some men in Todd’s predicament would have blown their brains 
out or at least headed for a sanitarium. Todd was saved mainly 
by his iron nerve and his creditors’ realization that you can’t win 
with a dead horse. While the bankruptcy hearings were still going 
on he dreamed up, promoted and produced a “splendid musical 
comedy roughhouse, As the Girls Go, that starred Bobby Clark, 
cost $375,000 and ran for 420 performances. How does a man in 
hock for $1,105,616.78 raise $375,000 to put on a show? Todd 
did it and followed it up with another big musical, Peep Show 
(278 performances), which featured several numbers composed 
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by King Phumiphon of Thailand, who traveled incognito in the 
program credits as “Bhumibol.” 

Going broke for $1,105,616.78 taught Todd a lesson. He has not 
touched a playing card in more than seven years, and now when 
he sees a copy of the Daily Racing Be orm on a newsstand he winces. 
“Mike's stopped gambling in money,” says the veteran Hollywood 
producer, William Goetz, an old friend, “but he’s still a big gam- 
bler in ideas.” 

His current idea-gamble is based on his five-year franchise from 
Magna to make two Todd-AO pictures a year. This week a camera 
unit is heading for Bali and India to make background shots for 
Jules Verne’s y round the World in 80 Days, which Todd wants to 
have ready when the human race has tired of Oklahoma! even in 
Todd-AO. However, his heaviest bet for 1955, estimated at $7.5 
million, is Tolstoi’s War and Peace, which he hopes to shoot in 
Yugoslavia with the cooperation of the Tito government. 

Almost since the birth of the movies producers have been talk- 
ing about doing IV'ar and Peace, but it took Mike Todd, probably 
‘the greatest catalytic agent in world show business today, to start 
doing something about it. Last year he got a huge jump on fellow 
‘showmen by not only initiating a deal with Yugoslavia for its 
army and its scenery, but signing up Pulitzer prize-winner Robert 
Sherwood to drarnatize the epic and Fred Zinneman, currently 
the most sought-after director in Hollywood, to direct it. Sherwood 
is now well along with the script and plans to go to Yugoslavia 
in May to inspect the terrain. Zinneman will start shooting ex- 
teriors, including the battle scenes and the burning of Moscow, 
in the fall, According to scuttlebutt the cast will include Sir Lau- 
rence Olivier as Pierre. Montgomery Clift as Andrey, Audrey Hep- 
burn as Natasha and Spencer Tracy as General Kutusov. Extras 
in the military and agricultural scenes will of course be played by 
the Yugoslav army and peasantry. One of Todd’s milder comments 
on his truly colossal undertaking is, “Think of the service it'll 
perform for all of the guys who started the book and wondered 
how it finally turned out.’ 

For a while the making of ar and Peace threatened to become 
, an international cinematic derby. Independent Producer Sam 
Spiegel claimed that he had been “ordained” to produce it, Sir 
Alexander Korda announced that he had devoted 12 years to its 
preparation. David Selznick and Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer had the title 
rights registered with the Motion Picture Producers’ Association 
of America. These three entries now seem to have been scratched, 
but the Italian combine of Carlo Ponti and Dino De Laurentiis 
insist that they still plan to compete, aided by Paramount's financ- 
ing and its VistaVision process. Finally, Radio Moscow recently 
and cryptically announced that a version of War and Peace would 
be shot in the Soviet Union. 

Mike Todd remains unperturbed by all this, It reminds him of 
the old days when three all-Negro jazz versions of The Mikado 
were running in New York simultaneously. “T took on the WPA, 
didn’t 1?” he says. “What's Italians? What’s Russians? Todd- AO 
will make bums of ‘em all.”

Out of Big Spring, Texas a distinctive motor van rolled down U.S. High- 
wav 40. Jam-packed inside was a curiously mixed cargo (right): four teen- 
age youngsters and 10 Hereford steers. The cattle. prized possessions of 
members of the 4-H Club of Howard County, Texas were headed with 
their youthful owners for the Southwestern Livestock Show in El Paso, 


346 miles away. Oecasionally the voungsters, keeping watch on their 


precious animals, were relies ed by others in accompanying autos. When 
the 9's-hour trip finally ended and the cattle were unloaded, the trailer 
was quickly and ingeniously converted for the duration of the six-day 
show into a dormitory just for people (p. 162). 

With this double-duty van the Howard County club operates as a kind 


of far-roaming ranch on wheels, Since 1949, when the trailer was bought 
at an Army surplus sale, they have motored 60,000 miles to dozens of 
shows to become one of the most widely traveled 4-H clubs in the U.S. 
Since then, they have also become one of the most successful, and their 


six-year record of winnings from prizes and sales is a whopping $600,000,
